
Claims 1-44 are pending in the application and subject 
to a restriction requirement . As set forth in the office 
action mailed August 27, 2002, claims 1-24 are drawn to a 
product, classified in class 277, subclass 355; and claims 
25-44 are drawn to a process of making, classified in class 
156, subclass 307,1. 

Applicants hereby confirm the election of the invention 
of Group I, claims 1-24 on August 15, 2002. 

By the present amendment, claims 25-44 drawn to the 
non-elected invention have been cancelled without prejudice. 

Applicants hereby reserve the right to file a divisional 
application to the subject matter of these claims. 

Having made an election telephonically, the Examiner 
handling the instant application was obligated to conduct a 
search on the elected invention. Applicants assume that 
such search has been conducted and that since there is no 
rejection of record that claims 1-24 have been found to be 
allowable . 

There being only allowable claims in the instant 
application, Applicants hereby respectfully solicit a Notice 
of Allowance.
